WASHINGTON (AP) — Damage to 
the com crop in the upper North 
Central states is continuing, despite 
last week’s long-needed rains, the 
Agriculture Department says. 
"Rains eased stresses in many parts 
of the com belt during the week, but 
above-normal temperatures kept 
topsoil moisture supplies short for 
much of the area,” the department’s 
weekly weather and crop bulletin said 
Tuesday. 
The department is counting on huge 
crops of wheat and corn to calm fears 
over rising food prices which may 
result from new grain sales to the So­ 
viet Union. 
Com is one of the main feed grains 
for animals that produce the meat that 
so heavily influences U.S. families’ 
food bills. If dry weather makes a 
severe dent in the com harvest the 
effect would be felt in higher prices at 
the grocery store. 
The department last week reduced 
its estimate of the com crop for the 
year by 196 million bushels. While the 
department’s revised estimate of 5.85 
billion bushels would still be a record 
harvest, agriculture officials in some 
states have said the federal com crop 
estimates for their states are overly 
optimistic. 
The department said the spring 
wheat harvest last week "made ex­ 
cellent progress as combining passed 
the one-third mark.” The harvest of 
the much-larger winter wheat crop is 
91 per cent complete. 
It also said, "prospects for this 
year’s soybean crop are more en­ 
couraging as rain fell over much of the 
growing area ... development of the 
crop continues ahead of 1974 and 
normal in most states.” 
The department also said that 
despite large crops expected in the 
United States, droughts elsewhere are 
expected to prevent world grain 
reserves from being rebuilt. 
The new projection placed the total 
at 103.3 million metric tons, an in­ 
crease of only 3.7 million tons over 
carryover stocks this June 30. A month 
ago, 
the 
department’s 
Foreign 
Agriculture Circular had projected 
stocks of 111.2 million tons for reser­ 
ves.

Dr. Franz Huber, chief surgeon at 
the hospital in this Bavarian town, said 
the pilot was recovering well after the 
removal of bone splinters from his 
wounds Tuesday. 
Meeker said he took off from Munich 
Sunday, flew across Austria to 
Czechoslovakia, landed on an island in 
the Vltava River, loaded his pas­ 
sengers under fire and then flew back 
to West Germany. He made an 
emergency landing on the lawn of a 
Trauenstein hospital.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, leaving 
tonight to resume his Middle East 
shuttle diplomacy, says a Sinai set­ 
tlement between Egypt and Israel 
would help blunt the move to suspend 
Israel from the United Nations.

Kills 125 
In Syria 


DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) - A 
Czechoslovak jetliner carrying 128 
persons crashed into a sandy knoll and 
exploded early today While trying to 
land at Damascus airport. Authorities 
said there were only three survivors, 
two children and a man. 


It was the worst air disaster in 
Syrian history. 
The four-jet Ilyushin 62 was coming 
in for a landing after a flight from 
Prague when, at 1:15 a.m., it dipped 
below the flight path and ripped into 
the hillock about 12 miles south of 
Damascus, an official at the airport 
control tower said. 
“When it hit it, the plane jumped up 
and exploded,” the official continued. 
“The wreckage came crashing down. 
Those who were not killed in the ex­ 
plosion were killed in the fire.” 
Fire trucks rushed to the open plain 
from the airport and doused the blaze 
within a short time, officials reported. 
Officials said there were 117 
passengers and a crew of ll aboard the 
plane, which was on a flight from 
Czechslovakia to Damascus, Baghdad 
and Tehran. 
Rescuers at. first found only two 
survivors, a man and a child, and the 
first announcement from civil aviation 
authorities said 126 persons were 
killed. 
But the rescue teams later noticed 
movement among the bodies lying 
where they had been hurled by the 
force of the crash. They pulled out a 
small boy who was taken to a hospital

“Since your comments have been 
widely reported in the news media,” 
Bishop John A. Donovan said in a 
letter to Mrs. Ford, “I feel compelled 
to inform the 330,000 membership of 
this diocese through the publication of 
this letter that I have taken strong 
exception to your erroneous and irre- 
sponsble position on these matters of 
crucial m oral and religious im­ 
portance.” 


Mrs. Ford was interviewed Aug. IO 
on the CBS program “60 Minutes.” 
In his letter, the Bishop said in part: 
“I find for instance that your per­ 
missive if not encouraging attitude 
toward prem arital sex fitlessly 
dismissed the edifying efforts cc 
millions of Americans who, deeply 
comm itted to the proud Judaeo- 
Christian traditions of our country, 
heroically support moral values that 


uphold human dignity and the sa­ 
credness of sexuality. Any per­ 
missiveness which dismisses those 
values likewise weakens the very fiber 
of our society. 
“The indication that your like or 
dislike of your daughter’s choice of 
companion’s would influence your 
parental reaction to a nypotneticai 
affair reveals a tragic disgregard of 
moral principles.” 
In answ er to an interview er’s 
question, Mrs. Ford had said she would 
not be surprised if her daughter Susan, 
18, 
told her she

premarital affair. But she added: “I 
would certainly counsel and advise her 
on the subject and I’d want to know 
pretty much aftout the young man she 
was having the affair with.”

Alioto's Home 
Bombed; See No 
Strike Connection 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A pipe 
bomb exploded early today at the 
home of Mayor Joseph L. Alioto as he 
attempted to mediate a pay dispute 
which sent most of the city’s police on 
strike. 
A sign was found on the front lawn 
saying, “ Don’t Threaten Us,” but 
Alioto said he did not think there was 
any connection between the explosion 
and the poUce strike. The mayor had 
threatened large-scale dismissals and 
arrests of strike leaders if the two-day 
walkout continued. 
The blast shattered windows and 
severely damaged the front door and 
concrete pedestals on the front porch 
of the Alioto home, but officials said no 
one was injured. 
Alioto’s wife, Angelina, who was in 
an upstairs room, “seemed stunned — 
dazed,” said Bill Rolph, a security 
guard in the Presidio Terrace neigh­ 
borhood where the Alioto home is 
located. 
Alioto rushed to the house from the 
hotel where negotiations were being 
held, and strike negotiations were 
postponed until later today.

secretary, said the hand-lettered sign 
found after the bomb exploded at 12:15 
a.m. also carried a swastika symbol. 
Alioto said, “ No, I don’t believe the 
poUce or the police strike had anything 
to do with it.” 
Visibly shaken, he added, “ We have 
a lot of people fishing in troubled 
waters. We have a lot of sick people.” 
Alioto, who stroUed through the 
seamy Tenderloin district at nightfall 
Tuesday, had said earlier that leaders 
of the strike faced arrest if they con­ 
tinued to ignore a court order directing 
a return to work. 
“ We are going into court and ask for 
a warrant of arrest or an appearance 
before that court,” he said in a special 
address broadcast Tuesday night. Who 
would arrest the striking policemen 
remained an unanswered question.

NEW YORK (AP) - Those in 
positions of leadership today know 
there are no easy decisions, no clear- 
cu t answers, no sharply defined rou tes 
to follow, no positiv e actions that do 
not spin off some neg ativ e con­ 
sequ ences. 
They wish those who aren’t in 
positions of power wou ld u nderstand 
this. At least that seems to be the 
lament, the fru stration, of pu blic of­ 
ficials. They mig ht not ex press it 
pu blicly , bu t they do so in priv ate. 
Consider a few decisions and their 
ramifications: 
—Sell more g rain to the Sov iet 
Union. It wou ld fu rther detente. It 
wou ld help improv e the U.S. trade 
balance and keep the U.S. dollar 
healthy . It wou ld g iv e U.S. farmers a 
g ood price for their labor and ing e­ 
nu ity . 
Bu t, it mig ht also raise domestic 
food prices. It mig ht arou se domestic 
strife becau se the AFL-CIO is ang ry 
abou t the lot of common people in the 
Sov iet Union and hig hly distu rbed 
abou t U.S. food prices. 
—Pu rsu e an easy money policy . 
It wou ld speed recov ery from the 
recession. It wou ld pu t people back to 
work. It mig ht lower interest rates. It 
wou ld help bu siness finance its needs. 
It wou ld, for a while at least help the 
stock market. It wou ld help hou sing . 
Bu t, it probably wou ld cau se an 
acceleration of prices, a retu rn to the 
v ery ' inflation that cau sed so many 
problems. And, it is feared, su ch a 
mov e wou ld trig g er a new recession in 
a y ear or so. 
—Lend federal money to New York 
City . 
It wou ld help sav e financially 
distressed mu nicipality . It wou ld 
restore confidence in the mu nicipal 
bond markets. It wou ld g iv e the city a 
chance to pu t its hou se in order. 
Bu t, it wou ld also set a precedent — 
and there are fears that precedent 
wou ld be followed widely . It wou ldn’t 
solv e New York’s problems or those of 


any other city — ju st postpone them. It 
wou ld 
be 
u nfair 
to 
tax pay ers 
elsewhere. 
—Impose wag e-price controls. 
They wou ld help stop what seems to 
be a rebu ilding of inflationary fears. 
They wou ld enforce a 
sense of 
stability ; don’t forg et, it is u ncertainty 
abou t the fu tu re that makes many 
wag e demands and price increases so 
big . 
Bu t, they wou ld v iolate ou r belief in 
free enterprise and bring closer a 
permanent chang e in the American 
way of doing bu siness. They mig ht 
prov e to be u nenforceable. They mig ht 
lead to black markets and cheating . 
All these decisions refer to actions 
that mig ht be taken by the federal 
g ov ernment. Bu t there are similar 
decisions that bu siness is try ing to deal 
with. 
If y ou were a banker y ou wou ld seek 
all the bu siness y ou cou ld handle, 
consistent with y ou r bank’s g oals. You 
wou ld want to bu ild y ou r deposits and 
y ou r inv estments, too. 
Rig ht now sav ing s bankers can 
make home mortg ag e loans abov e 9 
pe* cent in some areas, bu t they are 
relu ctant to do so — ev en at that hig h 
rate. Why ? Bankers, no more than any 
others, know the fu tu re. They fear 
ev en hig her rates. 
It wou ld do no g ood for them to make 
a 9 per cent loan today for 20 to 25 
y ears only to find their money costs 
mig ht top that sometime in the near 
fu tu re. It happened before; it cou ld 
ag ain. 
Do y ou , the ordinary American, 
u nderstand that? Some pu blic officials 
and bu sinessmen despair of being 
u nderstood on su ch issu es. 
Of cou rse, y ou say , what cou ld be 
simpler? Why , any one who has to liv e 
within the limits of a pay check, almost 
ev ery one in America, knows there are 
no easy decisions in these perilou s, 
deceiv ing , shifting times. It isn’t easy . 
If only those in positions of power 
u nderstood this.

The likelihood is that there is no 
g reat reason for concern abou t this 
problem other than its affecting y ou r 
sleep.

can easily be accomplished and will 
allev iate y ou r anx iety .

And a g ood thing , too! The abu se and 
dependence on diet pills was becoming 
a national calamity .

Their u se is now limited to 
medical problems and mu st be g iv en 
u nder the direction of a doctor for 
those pu rposes only . 


Unfortu nately , these pills, par­ 
ticu larly the amphetamines, can 
produ ce marked nerv ou sness and 
irritability , raise the blood pressu re, 
increase a heart rate and adv ersely 
affect the circu latory sy stem and other 
org ans of the body . 


Soon y ou will learn, as others hav e, 
that y ou , and y ou alone, mu st cu rb 
y ou r appetite in order to lose weig ht.

NEW YORK (AP) - Those in 
positions of leadership today know 
there are no easy decisions, no clear- 
cut answers, no sharply defined routes 
to follow, no positive actions that do 
not spin off some negative con­ 
sequences. 
They wish those who aren’t in 
positions of power would understand 
this. At least that seems to be the 
lament, the frustration, of public of­ 
ficials. They might not express it 
publicly, but they do so in private. 
Consider a few decisions and their 
ramifications: 
—Sell more grain to the Soviet 
Union. It would further detente. It 
would help improve the U.S. trade 
balance and keep the U.S. dollar 
healthy. It would give U.S. farmers a 
good price for their labor and inge­ 
nuity. 
But, it might also raise domestic 
food prices. It might arouse domestic 
strife because the AFL-CIO is angry 
about the lot of common people in the 
Soviet Union and highly disturbed 
about U.S. food prices. 
—Pursue an easy money policy. 
It would speed recovery from the 
recession. It would put people back to 
work. It might lower interest rates. It 
would help business finance its needs. 
It would, for a while at least help the 
stock market. It would help housing. 
But, it probably would cause an 
acceleration of prices, a return to the 
very inflation that caused so many 
problems. And, it is feared, such a 
move would trigger a new recession in 
a year or so. 
—Lend federal money to New York 
City. 
It would help save financially 
distressed municipality. It would 
restore confidence in the municipal 
bond markets. It would give the city a 
chance to put its house in order. 
But, it would also set a precedent — 
and there are fears that precedent 
would be followed widely. It wouldn’t 
solve New York’s problems or those of 


any other city — just postpone them. It 
would 
be 
unfair 
to 
taxpayers 
elsewhere. 
—Impose wage-price controls. 
They would help stop what seems to 
be a rebuilding of inflationary fears. 
They would enforce a sense of 
stability; don’t forget, it is uncertainty 
about the future that makes many 
wage demands and price increases so 
big. 
But, they would violate our belief in 
free enterprise and bring closer a 
permanent change in the American 
way of doing business. They might 
prove to be unenforceable. They might 
lead to black markets and cheating. 
All these decisions refer to actions 
that might be taken by the federal 
government. But there are similar 
decisions that business is trying to deal 
with. 
If you were a banker you would seek 
all the business you could handle, 
consistent with your bank’s goals. You 
would want to build your deposits and 
your investments, too. 
Right now savings bankers can 
make home mortgage loans above 9 
per cent in some areas, but they are 
reluctant to do so — even at that high 
rate. Why? Bankers, no more than any 
others, know the future. They fear 
even higher rates. 
It would do no good for them to make 
a 9 per cent loan today for 20 to 25 
years only to find their money costs 
might top that sometime in the near 
future. It happened before; it could 
again. 
Do you, the ordinary American, 
understand that? Some public officials 
and businessmen despair of being 
understood on such issues. 
Of course, you say, what could be 
simpler? Why, anyone who has to live 
within the limits of a paycheck, almost 
everyone in America, knows there are 
no easy decisions in these perilous, 
deceiving, shifting times. It isn’t easy. 
If only those in positions of power 
understood this.

Speaking Of Your Health

Egypt has textile plants, chemical, 
steel, cement and fertilizer factories 
and a film industry supplying the 
Middle East, Africa and Asia. 
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Almost every night I am awakened 
from a deep sleep with a feeling of 
numbness and a tingling of the arms. 
Then I can’t get back to sleep. In the 
morning I’m exhausted. What can I do 
about it?

Dear Mr. L. 
Such sensations almost always in­ 
dicate that there is some temporary 
interference with the proper blood 
supply. 
The fact that it occurs during the 
night indicates that your sleeping 
position may be a factor. 
Pressure from the weight of the body 
acts almost like a tourniquet and in­ 
terferes with proper circulation. 
When you are awake and the 
pressure of your position is removed, 
the numbness probably disappears as 
the blood once more surges through 
your arm. 
Sometimes an anatomical variation 
of a blood vessel may be responsible. 
Tobacco, too, may be a cause. 
The likelihood is that there is no 
great reason for concern about this 
problem other than its affecting your 
sleep.

DP&L Wins 
Gas Rate 
Increase 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
has agreed to a rate increase of 67 
cents per IOO cubic feet of natural gas 
for customers of Dayton Power & 
Light Co. 
The PUCO said the increase was 
needed because of natural gas cur­ 
tailment restrictions handed down by 
the Federal Power Commission. 
Commissioners have not determined 
the effect of the new rates on bills of 
individual customers. 
The state regulatory agency said 
DP&L had another $4.8 million coming 
to realize the revenue level authorized 
Feb. 20, but cut because of the de­ 
crease in available gas. 
After receiving interim approval in 
February for a 5.58 per cent hike, 
DP&L submitted evidence April 17 
that FPC curtailments would not 
allow it to sell enough gas to generate 
authorized gross annual revenues of 
$83.59 million. 
“Once again, chaotic curtailment 
policies of Congress and Washington 
bureaucracies have placed the cost 
burden squarely on the shoulders of 
the consumer,” PUCO Chairman C. 
Luther Heckman said. 
“It is long past the time when 
Ohioans as well as all Americans need 
a workable national energy policy so 
that state regulatory authorities will 
not have to find unacceptable 
solutions to problems arising outside 
the state’s borders.”

Soil Survey 
Is 'W indow' 
For Land Use 


A window in the soil can be of great 
value, especially if you have the ability 
to look through it. Sounds like fantasy? 
“ Not so,” says Don Archer, district 
conservationist for the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service 
(SCS) 
in 
Pickaway County. 
Pickaway County does have win­ 
dows in the soil and those with the 
ability to use them,” he says. The 
windows he refers to are the soil 
surveys prepared by the Ohio 
Cooperative Soil Survey. 
“ The ability to look below the sur­ 
face can be a real help to all land 
users,” says Archer. “ It helps if the 
use is a garden or a large field of com, 
a tent site, a mansion, or a factory. 
Knowledge of the soil can be a real 
advantage for any land use,” he says. 
Soil Scientists with the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service and the Ohio 
Department of Natural Resource’s 
Division of Lands and Soil have the 
ability to interpret the many Ohio soils 
and determine their best use. Soil 
surveys prepared as a result of their 
efforts make it possible for.every 
citizen to know what soil problems, if 
any, confront them before they begin. 
Sou differences can have a very 
definite impact on any proposed land 
use. Some of the most common soil 
properties to consider would be the 
high water table, amount the soil will 
shrink and swell during periods of wet 
or dry weather, depth to bedrock, 
stoniness, slope and flood hazard. 
There are many benefits if the right 
soil is selected for a proposed use. 
There are also many hazards that can 
prove very costly if the wrong soil is 
selected. Consulting a soil map can 
provide an advanced warning of these 
potential hazards. The local SCS or Soil 
and Water Conservation D istrict 
Office, 1450 North Court Street, Cir­ 
cleville, can tell you what soil in­ 
formation is available in your county.

Soil Survey 
Is 'Window' 
For Land Use 


A window in the soil can be of great 
value, especially if you have the ability 
to look through it. Sounds like fantasy? 
“ Not so,’’ says Don Archer, district 
conservationist for the U.S. Soil 
Conservation 
Service 
(SC S) 
in 
Pickaway County. 
Pickaway County does have win­ 
dows in the soil and those with the 
ability to use them,” he says. The 
windows he refers to are the soil 
surveys prepared 
by 
the 
Ohio 
Cooperative Soil Survey. 
“ The ability to look below the sur­ 
face can be a real help to all land 
users,” says Archer. “ It helps if the 
use is a garden or a large field of com, 
a tent site, a mansion, or a factory. 
Knowledge of the soil can be a real 
advantage for any land use,” he says. 
Soil Scientists with the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service and the Ohio 
Department of Natural Resource’s 
Division of Lands and Soil have the 
ability to interpret the many Ohio soils 
and determine their best use. Soil 
surveys prepared as a result of their 
efforts make it possible for every 
citizen to know what soil problems, if 
any, confront them before they begin. 
Soil differences can have a very 
definite impact on any proposed land 
use. Some of the most common soil 
properties to consider would be the 
high water table, amount the soil will 
shrink and swell during periods of wet 
or dry weather, depth to bedrock, 
stoniness, slope and flood hazard. 
There are many benefits if the right 
soil is selected for a proposed use. 
There are also many hazards that can 
prove very costly if the wrong soil is 
selected. Consulting a soil map can 
provide an advanced warning of these 
potential hazards. The local SCS or Soil 
and W ater Conservation D istrict 
Office, 1450 North Court Street, Cir­ 
cleville, can tell you what soil in­ 
formation is available in your county.

Reinfo rcements who were rushed to 
the area pro v ided a shield o f men and 
armo r between the wo o d and the fence

The jail has been under heav y 
criticism in recent y ears. Built fo r 7 0 0 
inmates, it no w ho lds abo ut 1,40 0 . 
A g rand jury is no w inv estig ating 
charg es o f brutality ag ainst inmates 
by sheriff’s deputies, and earlier this 
y ear a civ ilian g uard was co nv icted o f 
smug g ling in narco tics fo r inmates. 
Mrs. Clark said she plans to take a 
“ humanistic” appro ach to the jail. 
“ We are lo o king at a fairly o ld 
facility that is sev erely o v ercro wded,” 
she said. “ The facilities fo r wo men are 
no t adequate. The facilities fo r rec­ 
reatio n 
and 
ex ercise 
are 
no t 
adequate.” 
She say s o ne o f her g o als will be to 
shift mo re 
inm ates 
into 
ho no r 
pro g rams and “ halfway ho uses,” to 
g et them o ut o f the jail cells and into 
meaning ful activ ity . 
Co unty superv iso rs are currently 
lo cked in a battle o v er the jail. By a 3 -2 
v o te, they created the co rrectio ns 
department and renamed the jail the 
Adult Detentio n Center, taking it fro m 
under Duffy ’s jurisdictio n.

Canton, Ohio (AP)—Natural gas 
shortages this winter could lay off 
50,000 to 100,000 workers in Ohio, a 
state energy official warned Tuesday. 


James A. Duerk, director of the Ohio 
Department of Economic and Com­ 
munity Development, made his 
prediction in the second of a two-week 
series of meetings here designed to 
help industry, government and others 
to cope with the energy crunch. 
The series, which is sponsored by the 
department and Ohio’s Emergency 
Energy Commission, also heard 
Robert S. Ryan, executive secretary of 
the commission, say that industrialists 
should plan now to switch to fuel oil 
and coal. 
Any gas-using firm which hasn’t 
planned to switch already “is going to 
be shut down part of this winter or be 
working parttime shifts,” Ryan said. 
Ryan also said that customers of 
East Ohio Gas Co. probably would be 
better off than customers of Columbia 
Gas of Ohio Inc., both of which serve 
parts of this area. 
Columbia has announced it will 
curtail industrial gas supplies 65 per 
cent, and Ryan said that could go up to 
85 per cent if the winter is severe. East 
Ohio is predicting its cutback will be 
the same as last year’s eight per cent.

HANITA, Israel (AP) — Israeli 
troops 
surrounded

guerrillas in a wood near the border 
kibbutz of Hanita and killed them in a 
30-minute battle, witnesses reported. 
One Israeli soldier was reported 
wounded. 
There was speculation that the 
guerrillas planned to try to make 
trouble during the visit of Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, who leaves 
Washington tonight for another at­ 
tempt to complete negotiations of a 
new Israeli-Egyptian agreement. 
The troops held the guerrillas at bay 
for more than four hours before 
storming into the hilltop wood four 
miles from the Mediterranean. 
Reinforcements who were rushed to 
the area provided a shield of men and 
armor between the wood and the fence 
surrounding the small farming 
community. 
During the battle the guerrillas fired 
rocket grenades at the kibbutz but 
caused no damage or casualties there. 
After two of the guerrillas were 
killed, the third fled, the witnesses 
said. The troops called out for him to 
surrender, then chased him down 
when he did not comply. 


Set Admission 
Fee At Glen Helen 


YELLOW SPRINGS, Ohio (AP) — 
Antioch College in midSeptember will 
begin charging admission on holidays 
and weekends to Glen Helen, the 1,000- 
acre nature preserve bordering the 
campus. 
The glen director, Ralph Ramey, 
said the charges will probably be $1 for 
persons over 18 and 50 cents for 
children. He said a 50-cent parking fee 
now being charged will be dropped. 
Students, faculty and staff and those 
holding membership in the Glen Helen 
Association will not be charged, 
Ramey said. 


Mrs. Clark, the first woman in 
California to be named head of a 
county jail, is currently juvenile 
services director in the probation 
department, where she has worked for 
23 years.

A grand jury is now investigating 
charges of brutality against inmates 
by sheriff’s deputies, and earlier this 
year a civilian guard was convicted of 
smuggling in narcotics for inmates. 
Mrs. Chirk said she plans to take a 
“humanistic” approach to the jail. 
“We are looking at a fairly old 
facility that is severely overcrowded,” 
she said. “The facilities for women are 
not adequate.

She says one of her goals will be to 
shift more inmates into honor 
programs and “halfway houses,” to 
get them out of the jail cells and into 
meaningful activity. 
County supervisors are currently 
locked in a battle over the jail. By a 3-2 
vote, they created the corrections 
department and renamed the jail the 
Adult Detention Center, taking it from 
under Duffy’s jurisdiction.

BOSTON (AP) — The administrator 
of the U.S. space agency says chances 
are slim that a Viking spacecraft will 
land on Mars for the nation’s bicenten­ 
nial celebration of Independence Day, 
as has been long planned.

Ice cream and other frozen dairy products are among the most 
popular desserts served In the United States. Americans eat more 
than 20 quarts of Ice cream and other frozen dairy products per 
person each year. 


Charles I of England is credited with first serving Ice cream in the 
form that is common today. At a large banquet in 1640, the king 
served Ice cream to his guests. 


George Washington, Thomas Jefferson, Mrs. Alexander Hamilton 
and Mrs. Dolly Madison contributed to the rise in popularity of ice 
cream in this country. Mrs. Madison served strawberry ice cream 
to guests at the inaugural Ball of 1812. 


Ice cream is made from cream, milk, sugar and stabilizers. French 
ice cream has egg yolks added to the regular ice cream mixture. 
Some of the higher priced ice cream contains more milk fats and 
have less air whipped Into them than other cheaper ice creams. 


Ice milk is made from milk, stabilizers and sweeteners. "Soft ice 
cream" that Is served In some commercial ice cream outlets is a 
form of ice milk. Ice milk contains fewer milk fats and solids than 
regular ice cream. 


Sherbet contains milk, fruit or fruit juice, stabilizers and sweet­ 
eners. It also contains about twice as much sugar as regular ice 
cream but has slightly fewer calories. 


Ice cream contains small amounts of protein and calcium, depend­ 
ing on the number of milk solids that are used in making the 
ice cream.

ICE CREAM IS A POPULAR DESSERT 


Ice cream and other frozen dairy products are among the most 
popular desserts served In the United States. Americans eat more 
than 20 quarts of ice cream and other frozen dairy products per 
person each year. 


Charles I of England is credited with first serving Ice cream in the 
form that is common today. At a large banquet In 1640, the king 
served Ice cream to his guests. 


George Washington, Thomas Jefferson, Mrs. Alexander Hamilton 
and Mrs. Dolly Madison contributed to the rise in popularity of ice 
cream in this country. Mrs. Madison served strawberry ice cream 
to guests at the Inaugural Ball of 1812. 


Ice cream is made from cream, milk, sugar and stabilizers. French 
ice cream has egg yolks added to the regular ice cream mixture. 
Some of the higher priced ice cream contains more milk fats and 
have less air whipped Into them than other cheaper ice creams. 


Ice milk is made from milk, stabilizers and sweeteners. "Soft ice 
cream" that is served in some commercial ice cream outlets is a 
form of ice milk. Ice milk contains fewer milk fats and solids than 
regular Ice cream. 


Sherbet contains milk, fruit or fruit juice, stabilizers and sweet­ 
eners. It also contains about twice as much sugar as regular Ice 
cream but has slightly fewer calories. 


Ice cream contains small amounts of protein and calcium, depend­ 
ing on the number of milk solids that are used in making the 
ice cream.

Back during the heyday of the big 
bands, the thirties and forties, one of 
the most popular ballads was a song 
called Maria Elana, which conjured a 
picture of a dark haired beauty—At the 
same time Circleville had its own dark 
beauty called Maria Lana—the name 
had been shortened from the original 
song title. 
Maria Lana was a coal black five- 
gaited mare belonging to Mr. and Mrs. 
Paul E. (Miriam Ruggles) Adkins who 
owned and operated Braebum Farm, 
about seven miles south of Circleville. 
The couple, both horse lovers, raised 
saddle show horses and thoroughbred 
race horses which they sold. At times 
the stock would consist of ll or 12 
brood mares and a stallion. 
On May IO, 1941 Maria Lana foaled 
— sired by San Pedro, owned by 
Stanley Ross of Columbus, and their 
own dam, Elizabeth Joselyn. 
She soon became the pride and joy of 
the Adkins and rapidly developed into 
a beautiful mare that began to develop 
show horse qualities. 


Little League

Opens Today 


WILLIAMSPORT, Pa. (AP) - 
Today’s opening of the 1975 Little 
League championships leaves a pair of 
controversies in apparent limbo. 
Little League Baseball, Inc., a 
federally chartered organization, has 
been under fire on two fronts — its 
image as a bastion of male chauvinism 
and its seemingly callow decision to 
kick out foreign competition.

The 
beauty had a tender mouth and 
required a rider with “light hands.” 
The Adkins contacted some of the 
top riders in the country but couldn’t 
find the right man — This caused a 
delay in the showing of Maria Lana. 
Suddenly luck turned their way and 
they found not one but two riders with 
the right touch — Frank Bradshaw, 
one of the foremost riders in the 
country, and Pete De Atley, both of 
Kentucky. 
Now Maria was entered in the 
various shows and took numerous 
trophies and ribbons in Ohio and 
surrounding states. Always a crowd 
pleaser, she was at her best before 
large crowds and seemed to sense that 
she was something special. 
Many offers were made to purchase 
the gorgeous mare but she had become 
a part of the Adkins and was never 
considered for sale. 
After four or five years of capturing 
shows and crowds alike, the Adkins 
decided to retire Maria Lana to 


Braebum Farm. 
The couple moved back into the 
Ruggles home in Circleville where Mr. 
Adkins, a prominent attorney died in 
1965. 
Maria Lana had taken to the life on 
Braebum Farm and her constant 
companion was a small white pony. 
The two animals became inseparable 
and could be seen roaming and romp­ 
ing through the pastures. 
Mrs. Adkins made frequent visits to 
the farm to visit Maria and look after 
her as she began to age and her health 
started to fail. 
Early this month Mrs. Adkins made 
a trip to the farm. Maria was looking 
the other way but when she heard her 
name called she eagerly came to the 
lovely lady who owned and loved her. 
Mrs. Adkins spent some time feeding 
and petting her — But as she walked 
away she heard Maria nicker to her as 
she began to leave. 
It was as if the mare sensed that this 
could be a farewell visit — She was 
right — Maria Lana was “put down” 
Aug. 8 and now rests in an animal 
cemetery in a pine grove on Braebum 
Farm. 
Yes — Maria Lana was certainly 
more than a song.

GRAZ, Austria (AP) — Mark 
Donohue, the shy Brown University 
engineering graduate who never lost 
his boyish good looks, died late 
Tuesday of brain injuries suffered in a 
racing crash, just eight months after 
ending his retirement as a driver. 
Donohue’s body was to be returned 
to the U.S. later this week. Funeral 
arrangements were incomplete. 
Donohue, 38, who had lived in 
Reading, Pa., died of complications 
following surgery for a blood clot, 
triggered by a freak knock in the head 
during the crash, which left him other­ 
wise unscathed. 
Donohue, a $1 million career winner, 
left behind a string of racing honors 
achieved by few others in the sport’s 
history. His most prized accom ­ 
plishment was a victory in the 1972 
Indianapolis 500. 
He retired after winning the 
International Race of Champions in 
February 1974, saying he wanted 
nothing more from racing. 
But Donohue was lured out of 
retirem ent when no suitable re ­ 
placement could be found for the late 
Peter Revson, for whom Donohue had 
been developing Roger Penske’s new 
Formula I car. Revson was burned to 
death in practice for the South African 
Grand Prix in March 1974. 
Penske, who with Donohue formed in 
1966 one of racing’s longest and closest 
car-owner-driver associations, was at 
Donohue’s 
bedside, 
along 
with 
Donohue’s bride of eight months, 
Eden, and his father Mark Sr. 
“This is a great personal shock to 
me,” said Penske, adding Donohue’s 
wife was also badly shaken. 
Doctors said Donohue’s heart and 
breathing stopped several tim es 
during his last hours. Mechanical 
devices had been used to maintain 
Donohue’s vital signs since emergency 
brain surgery Sunday. 
Donohue underwent a lengthy 
em ergency operation after com­ 
plaining of a severe headache after 
crashing in practice for the Austrian 
Grand Prix. At first, it was thought his 
injuries were nothing more than a mild 
concussion.

Receipts totaled $11,000 for the first 
fair, including exhibitor’s fees and 
W itchweed 
M ay Spread 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Ohio 
farmers have been warned to be on the 
look out for witchweed, a parasitic 
plant that can destroy corn, sorghum 
and other grasses. 
Although witchweed has never been 
seen 
in 
the 
Midwest, 
the 
Ohio 
Department of Agriculture said it is 
beginning to bloom in the Carolinas 
and could spread north. 
Harold L. Porter, chief of ODA’s 
plant industry division, said the weed 
has two main identifying charac­ 
teristics. “ It blooms bright red or 
sometimes yellow from mid-July to the 
first frost,” he said. “ If you spot the 
flowers, feel the stems. Square, 
slightly hairy stems indicate the 
possibility of witchweed.” 
Porter said the plant should never be 
pulled to make identification. He said 
that would spread the seeds and there 
may be as many as 50,000 on one plant. 
Instead, he suggested a call to a local 
county agent or state or federal 
agricultural official for identification. 
An eradiction program has cleared the 
weed in nine counties, he said. 
The weed is known to infest 27 
counties, 21 in North Carolina and six 
in South Carolina, he said.
